Mitchell prefaced bis statement 
tfith the hope that the commission 
irpuld "succeed in establishing a re- 
lationshii) between the operators and 
the miners that will Insure peace and 
stability In the industry for an in- 
dafinite period." After reciting the 
damands for increased pay for the 
miner, a i .orter work day for the la- 
borer, the weighing of the coal and an 
Industrial agreement, the refusal of 
|U of which led to the strike. Mr. 
^(tctaell spoke as follows on the 
<HieBtIon of wages: 

"Of the 147,000 men and boys em- 
ployed in and around the mines, strip- 
pl^gs, washe^ies and brealiers in the 
aitbracite coal ^elds, (4,07S. dr 4$ per 
cent, are employed on contract or 
pl^ce work, the remaining 83,000, or 
^ per cent are employed by the hour, 
4if , week or more. Of the 64,072 con- 
tt^t men, 37,804 are miners, and 26,- 
^fl arc mine laborers. 

"The work of a miner and a miner's 
labor is extremely hazardous; in fact 
it if more dangerous than e^sployinent 
is any other important lodnstty lik the 
work. The number of p< rpons killed 
and injured is greater than in any oth- 
er Industry. Reputable Insurance 
companies will not issue policies to 
this class of workmen; the risks are 
so great that the jiremiums would be 
prohibitive to men whose earnings are 
so low. Tha anUre 20 per cent which 
tbey depiand as an increase in their 
wages would not suffice to carry an in- 
surance of fl.OOO. It seems but fair 
and juet that wages paid these classes 
of workmen should be as high, if not 
higher, than wa«as paid to skilled 
artisans In other industries." 

fteduction of Hours. 
|tt snjifortlng the de^nand for the 

e|uft|oa of tha hours of tha 9|y la- 
rers, Mr. Mitchell showed that it 
lifhouhted practically to a demand for 
20 per cant increase of compensation 
flor 88,000 fnen, or 67 per cent of all 
mina amployei. Oeotinuing he said: 
"The eight hour day is the standard 
#aninir day in the minlAt Industry. 
Slight hours constitute a day's work 
in the coal mines of Great Britain, in 
all the silver, gold and copper mines 
and in all the bituminous coal mines. 
■Hie refiorts of the United sutes geo- 
logical survey demonstrate that more 
coal has been produeed annually since 
the l^|mraU9* of 8-l^our work 
day likn in any preceding year. Each 
miner proceed more coal per ^rorking 
day la eigh hours than be formerly 
^rpduced in 10 hours, an(i there it no 
reason why the sM(k« r«iulia would 
not he obtained 1^ t^a anthracite 
said. The bltumlttooa workers in 
many Instances pet from 20 to 40 per 
cent higher WM^? ^^^^ t^mra

the coal produced by the miners In the 
Lackawanna, Wyoming and Lehigh 
reglors has been the source of more 
discontent than any other of the 
many Injustices imposed upon miners 
aad there can be nq contentment 
among these workers until an honest 
system has been adopted. Paying for 
coal by the car or by a ton weighing 
from 2.740 to 3,100 pounds .s a fla- 
grant injustice. Mr. Mitchell said the 
miner should be paid for every pound 
of coal he nilBef that Is told by the 
operator. 

Mr Mitchell outlined the history 
and policy of the Vnlted Mine Work- 
era of Aaieriea, and explained that by 
Its constitution, the anthracite and 
bituminous mine workers had home 
rdf £pr tha leoal government of local 
awta. ""^a only manner," ..a said, 
''In which the national organization is 
permitted to interfere is that, before 
a strike is ini^ugurated by the dis- 
trict organisation, the afnroval of the 
president of the natienfl oaton must 
be obtained, but the president of the 
national organization has no authority 
to inaugurate a strike. Thus the 
coal Mine operatora are afforded a 
greater measure of protection against 
«trlkes than they wfoM have under a 
leparate and Independent organiza- 
tion." 

Urgee fleeognltien. 

Mr. Mitchell continued: "We de- 
mand recognition because we know 
that permanent peace and friendly re- 
lations can be best maintained 
throygh a trade agreement with the 
organization which oar people have 
elected to Jo' 'AiWj 90 per cent of 
the employes of the anthracite coal 
mines are members of it from choice, 
they desire to retain their member- 
ship in it. It was the United Mine 
Workers of America that conferred 
with the president of the I'liited 
States, in relation to the submission 
of the issues involved in the ooal 
strike to this commission; that was 
requested by the president to end lue 
strike: that declared the strike at an 
end; that sent the men back to work; 
that pledged to accept the award of 
this ooh|imls8lon. Failure to recog- 
nize the organization was the cause 
of the many local strikes against 
which operators and mine workers 
Jointly complained. Heopgnltion of 
the union does not mean dictation, nor 
interference by men, not employed by 
companies; it simpiy means that of- 
ficers selceted by the mine workers 
shall exercise supervision over the Or- 
ganisation, or shall counael witn the 
mine workers as to how t..e!r trade 
affairs shall be conducted." 

Mr. Mitchell concluded with a plea 
for the children. He said: "Our lit- 
tle boys should not be forced into the 
mines and breakers so early in life; 
our little girls should not be compelled 
to work in the mills and factories at 
an age when they should be In school 
These children are the future citizens 
of our nation; their parents should 
be enabled to earn waf.es s;:tftciently 
high to give them at least a common 
school education." 

Mitchell on the Stand. 
Resi)onding to a question by Jud 
Gray, Mr. Dairow, attorney for 
miners, said he would at outset put on 
some witnesses and that he would call 
Mr. Mitchell first. Mr. Mitchell then 
took the stand. In response to ques- 
tions by Mr. Darrow, he said that he 
began doing mlping work af ^ door 
boy whOb he li^as 12 years old add had 
occupied all pc.sition.'! in the bitumi- 
nous fields except that of foreman. He 
bad not worked in the anthracite re- 
gion. Mr. ilitchell said that 61 pei 
cent of all toai mined In the United 
States, was mined In Pennpylvania, 
and that 90 per cent of the anthracite 
(nine workera are members of the 
union. 

"Haa the president or executive 

board ever ordered a strike since they 
have been at the head of this organi- 
sation, or since it baa been in exists 
ence?" asked Mr- Pprrow. 

"No," was tta feply, "except upon 
aiprmative rote of the miners them- 
selves. The officers carry out the in- 
structions of the miners." 

Mr. Mitchell, ^|P|i^narf||g the rates of 
wages paid la tMe bituatnous fields 
with those paid in the anthracite re- 
gion, said they were from 40 to 50 per 
cent higher in tue bituminous coun- 
try in some classes of work and from 
20 to SO per cent in others. 

Mr. Elarrow's next question brought 
out the first public statement made 
since the late strike was inaugurated, 
regardlap tbf wnovnt o( f|ven the 
itrikera. Mr. Itiiebeli aald that 
500,000 had been distributed among 
the workers and that non-union men 

on strike bad shared eqtmlly with the 
unionists, although they had paid no 
duea. Mf Mitchan. la reply fa | 
^lon, said that his organization li aap- 
tble of maintaining discipline. 

When the direct exaroinatlon of Mr. 
Ultchell by Mr. Darrow wfis conclud- 
ed, iir. Wlllcox, for the operators, 
oross-examined Mr. Mitchell at length, 
regardins tbe general wor|iinfS of the 
qriaalsatloa.

QENBRALCHAFFerS ANNUAL REPOBT. 



BelievriiM Monpy Consideration Would 
Appease the Ibulten of Julo. 
Defend* General Jai> 
cob 8niltb« 



ItflUhlngtoo, Nov. 14.— the annnal 

report of Major General Adna R. Chat 
fee. Just made public, closes Sept 30, 
the date when he relinquished his 
conunand of the division of the Philip- 
pines. The report covers the cam- 
paign o( General J. M. Smith in 8a- 
mar, refers to some friction that oc- 
curred between the civil and military 
authorities regarding l>eyte and dia- 
cusses the actions of various officers 
aad the work of the army In the sup- 
pression of recent insurrections. Gen- 
eral Chaffee warmly defends the of- 
ficers, and assumes full responsibility 
for all that was done under official or- 
ders. He says that the various Flli> 
plno bands were of little military im- 
portance and in time can be handled 
by the insular constabulary. 

Speaking of the campaign in Samar, 
Oeneral Chaffee says that he finds 
nothing In the written instructions 
which "was not Justified by the condi- 
tions there to be overcome." General 
Chaffee says the formation of concen- 
tration camps waa necessary to sup- 
press the insurrection In (he provinces 
of Batangas, Laguna and Tayabas. He 
asserts that the civil aiithorities in 
some instances aided the insurrection- 
ists and says "It was found necessary 
to arrest and confine 800 or 400 of the 
intelligent class in order to remove 
the influence of the masters OVer the 
masses of the population." 

Oeneral Chaffee requests the remov- 
al of all censure that has been passed 
publicly upon General Bell regarding 
the orders, circulars and instructions 
which he issued while putting down 
the insurrection. An Interesting fea- 
ture of General Chaffee's report re- 
lates to the Moros In Mindanao and 
Jolo. He says that it will require 
time, tact and patience to establish 
United Statea authority over all the 
Moro settlementa. In thia oonne^tioa 
he says: 

"The sooner the sultan <if .lolo's 
title, actnal or assumed, as sovereign, 
and as sole owner ol land In the Joio 
archipelago is quieted, the better for 
the situation. Probably there is little 
doubt that a money consideration 
would relieve the situation of his 
claim and presence; aad if this be 
done, laws. Just, but simple, and so 
plainly stated as to be understood by 
the Moro population generally, could 
be enforced through their dattos upon 
their followers without much trouble 
or frequent resort to force. It will be 
impossible for many years to Ignore 
chieftainships — dattos — and to dial 
directly with the individual Moros as 
is done with civilized. Christian peo 
pie. It will, however, be a long step 
ahead for the inhabitants of Jolo arch- 
ipelago when the dattos are independ- 
ent of the sultan and recognize the 
United States as the only sovereignty 
to which allegiance is due, and as the 
only authority empowered to enact 
laws for the government of the inhab- 
Kanti and the countries; that all the 
inhabitants are equal before the law: 
th^t Christian people have a right to 
live." 

General Chaffee says that force has 
been used only to the degree neces- 
sary to make it understood plainly 
that persons entitled to protection 
cannot he mtirdered and that the au- 
thority of the United States cannot be 
questioned. The inattention of the 
United States forces, he says, has 
been misunderstood, and the dattos 
believe the troops to be cowards and 
afraid to attacK their defenses. He 
saya force must be applied to humbU 
tH^lt prtd e aad aasttrted tov lnaiblKiy.

H. Hickman, foreman of the 
Jury, says the verdict was reachi'd on 
the first ballot. Juror W. H. Cochran 
said the "Jury wss unaalmous on guilt 
from the first The testimony of Dr. 
Chapman followed by Dr. Merrill, was 
convincing. Some of the jury wanted 
to give Butler the limit. One man 
naatad to five him only a fiae and 
Jail aentence. The sentenoe was |he 
hardest to decide." 

When the verdict was announced 
all eyes were turned toward Butler. 
A defiant glaaee came to hie face, 
then his features subsided Into the 
expression of half disgust which he 
wore while listening to the testimony 
and arguments. Butler was asked his 
opinion of the verdict. He made no re- 
ply. A motion (or a new trial waa 
overruled. 

The filing of an appenl bond to the 
state supreme court followed. Judge 
Hockaday fixed Butler's bond at |10,- 
000, which were signed by a number 
of prominent citizens of Columbia. 

Election Fraude Alleged.

Itoyal Blue Flyer Wrecked Near 
an Indiana Town. 

Washington, Ind., Nov. 14.— The 
Royal Blue Baltimore and Ohio South- 
western, St. Louis to New \iirU. was 
wrecked 20 miles east of here. Sev- 
eral persons were Injared, one prob- 
ably fatally. Tbe fiyer was running

Blyrla, 0., Nov. 14.— Marshal Henrr 

Krohn was seriously shot and an un- 
known burglar had bis head blown 
off in a bloody battle here early in the 
morning. The shooting occurred dur- 
ing a fight with four robbers, who 
completely terrorized the town. The 
gang stole horses and rigs, entered 
several houses and shot recklissly in 
a wild charge down the main street of 
the town. 

4. B. Baird waa awakened by burg- 
lars In bis house. He got up and saw 
two masked men standing on either 
side of his bed. Drawn revolvers 
were pointed at his head, but In spite 
of this he Jumped from bed and grap- 
pled with the Intruders. In the dark« 
nofis they broke away and fled from 
the house. 

The burglars then entered the home 
of Town Marshal Krohn. who opened 
Are on tbem. When he had shot three 
times, one of tbe robbers, who had 
Jumped into a buggy, got out and be- 
gan blazing away at the marshal. At 
the third shot, the latter fell with a 
bullet through his hips. Baird, who 
had meantime arriv.'d at the scene, 
picked up the ofhcer'a gun and con- 
tinued the firing. The robbers, how- 
ever, drove rapidly away. 

Mr Baird followed them to the 
home of Superintendent W. .). IlilliiT 
of the Cleveland. Elyria and Western 
railway. Even when Baird again open- 
ed fire on the robbers, they walked In- 
to the Hilller home, after smashing In 
the door. The noise on the street 
aroused Hilller and he reached for his 
gun. loaded with quail shot. A burg- 
lar cautiously opened tbe door and 
Hilller blew his head off with the first 
discharge. The other robber turned 
and ran, but Hilller discharged the 
second barrel. The robber yelled and 
tottered, but did not fall. He ran into 
the street and disappeared. A posse 
was at once formed and is pursuing 
the robbers. Marshal Krohn is ser- 
iously and perhaps fatally wounded. 
It Is not known how badly the other 
robbers are hurt. The dead robber's 
linen is iiiai K' .l "Davis." He had in 
his pocket a milea^;e book sold at OH 
City, Pa., to "Mr. Davis." 

Horses and Rig Recovered.

Is KiipiHised the hurnlnrs escaped, was 
found at Kockport a few miles west 
of this city.

Boston. Nov. 14. — The Central Na- 
tional bank of this ciiy did not open 
f<;r business F'riday, the comptroller 
of the currency havini; ordered tlio 
bank examiner to close its doors and 
take charge of Its business. 

Tbe closing of tbe bank is said to 
be due to excess loans and a lack of 
quick assets. An appeal for aid was 
made to the Hoston clearing house as- 
sociation, but the commission did not 
deem It advisable to assist the bank. 
The bank le among the smaller Insti- 
tutions of the it. It was or(;anized 
In 1873 with a capital of $.iOU.liOO. its 
deposits aggregate 18.500,000 and it is 
believed this amount can be paid In 
full without an assessment on the 
stockholders. Otis H. Duke is presi- 
dent and J. Adams LSrown cashier. 

The failure of negotiations for the 
Ellot National bank, to liquidate the 
Central National. Is understood to 
have c<jntribut<'(t to the failure, as 
well as the fact that the bank never 
fully recovered from a blow it receiv- 
ed 80 years aco, whea with tbe Pa- 
etfie hank, which failed at that time. 
It was involved in the collapse of the 
Lebanon Springs railroad In Vermont. 
The Central bank then lost 1360,000, 
and an assessment of about 100 per 
cent was mad« upon the stockholders 
and no dlYldaadp wafo |nM# fev If 
years.

THE POLITICAL DRIFT. 
Chairman Babcock, of the Kepubliran 
National Committer, haa "flopped" 
asain, since the election, and is now urg;- 
in^ a revision of the taritl'.

He points oat that the vast ma- 
jority of the votera of America who do 
not own their own farms d»-pend upon 
fixed wages and fixed salaries, which do 
not change aa the cost of living goes up 
or down. When living ia cheap, tbeae 
persons get the benefit of thia eheap- 
nese. When the cost of living goes up 
they are injured by the rise. During 
the last five years thia coat haa gradually 
increased— not suddenly, but gradaally — 
so that our people have become some- 
what accustomed to the gra.Iuai depriva- 
tion of comforts; but finally the condi- 
tion has become ao marked that it is 
making a profound impresBion. That 
which touches the comfort of the wives 
and eblldren of the laborer; that whieh 
makes him feel that he is not only not 
able to set aside anything for a rainy day 
or an emergency, but has to deprive hia 
family of those things which have b«^ 
come neoeaaariea rather than comforts, 
aiooae hIa attention, fixes his interest 
and la mo w important than p arty tiaa."

Editor Jim Richardson Evidently Know!4 
All Abeat Yentsey's Coofessioa. 

Gla8<;ow, Ky., Nov. 12.— Editor Jim 
Richardson haa the following in the 
Olasgowllmee: 

"I am sitting to-night in the room of 
"The Little Ked Building" where the 
bloody murder of William Goebel is said 
to have been plotted and arranged; I 
saw the grave of the victim in the Frank- 
fort cemetery this afternoon— still un- 
marked by aton* or scroll and nndistin- 
guishable from hundreds of others, save 
by thoae who loved liim in life and yet 
seek out hia reating-place in death.

Out of those who compassed his 
death and alew the man tbey could 
neither use nor Intimidate only one— a 
weak fool— probably the least guilty of 
a score— is behind the bars. But the end 
is not yet.

Opinion of Appellate Cnort ia Case af State 
National Bank Versas Vicroy. 



Following is the opinion of the Court 
of Appeals reversing the above case : 

I S. dieJ leavioK three Jmighter.-i. His person- 
alty was iD8utlloleut to pay bla debts, and a 
balance of t-j. 'M was left as a charge on tbe land 
descended to his three dauKliters. Two of them 
Instituted au action against the appellee third 
danghter to subject her third of the laud to the 
payment of her part of the debt. Appellee ex- 
ecuted her note to R. for the pu(i)ose of raising 
tbe money to pay this debt, and she and her 
husband executed to R. a mortgage ou her land 
to .secure tliis debt. R. lodoried tbta note, and 
the husband transferred It to appellaut. and 
tberebf raised the money. Later tbe husband 
gave bis own note to tbe bank for tbis same 
money. Tbe husband and wife separated, an<! 
this suit was brought by tbe bank to enforce tbe 
mortgife lien to satisfy this debt. Tbe wife 
claims that tbe land la not liable, ai tha note 
signed by ber was void : iMildaa, tha monay was 
paid by ber husband. Bald— That, alihoug b tbe 
not«» may be invalid, the land was in lien for the 
original debt, aod the bank having paid off same 
is sattUad to be anbrogataA to tha rlghls of tbe 
original crtdltora. The mortgaga was tx«outed 
to aecuie this original ladabtadnaas, and is 
valid, although no valid itols or aooouat existed 
as evidence of tame.

Todd County nominated a full eoaaty 
ticket, but their nomineea for Oonnty 
Jadge and Attomoy deellnad to rnn. 
The Republican committee failed to fill 
tbe vacancies, and Wilkins and Gill got 
ap petitiooa to have their name* placed 
on the ballot. The statute provides that 
the nominees of a convention, primary 
or party committee are the only namee 
entitled to go under the device of that 
party on the ballots Tbe County Clerk 
of Todd declined to place Wilkina and 
Gill under the Republican device, be- 
cause they had not bean nominated ia 
any way by the Btfpublloan party, and
